If several governmental units 
would be successful in receiving 
approval at the same time, the 
bond market could be adversely 
affected. On the other hand, 
presentation of bond issues at 
the same election could result in 
negative votes for all referenda, 
not based on merit but rather on 
sheer numbers 

3. “‘No provisions are made 
for ‘backdoor’ referenda as 
outlined in the Public Com- 
munity College Act. 

4.°“Precint boundaries are 
often not co-terminous, and with 
large numbers of governmental 
units involved, voters may be 
asked to appear at several 
different polling places in order 
to cast their ballots.” 

The letter concluded, ‘In 
summary, changes are needed 
and supported by this board, but 
we feel legislation must be more 
comprehensive in order to 
resolve problem areas, 

“We, therefore, urge you to 
consider our request before you 
decide to sign this legislation.”

Solution on jail near 


(30th of a series on 
politics in Madison County) 
One; of the thorniest political 

and governmental problems in 
Madison County—conditions 
associated with a too-small 
county jail‘that is more than a 
century old—may be well on the 
road to a solution Wednesday. 

The Madison County Board 
will consider a resolution that 
may recommend action on bids 
for a 76-cell or a 108-cell jail at a 
potential cost of $3,600,000 to 
$4,200,000. 

A $4 million bond issue is 
available and the Building 
Committee has been studying 
various combinations of bids 
and alternates in an effort to 
provide as big a facility as 
possible. 

Earlier bidding exceeded $6 


million, attributed to differing 
standards required by state and 
federal authorities. Possible 
federal monetary help did not 
materialize. 

One possibility is that suc- 
cessful bidders may be asked to 
start work on a basic jail 
building and hold their prices on 
a possible addition until Dec. 6. 
In the meantime, the committee 
would review other fund 
sources. 

The possibility of meeting 
with low bidders to discuss how 
costs might be trimmed also 
was mentioned at a committee 
meeting last week. 

Architect Henry Gabriel of 
Granite City is the jail designer. 

Shared federal revenue may 
be used to add to the available 
funds, committee members 


said. 

S. M. Wilson & Co., Granite 
City, is low bidder on the basic 
jail construction. 

In other business, the County 
Board is to consider allocating 
$53,269 in anti-recession fiscal

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A memorandum of intent 
under which Granite City would 
issue $800,000 in industrial 
revenue bonds to finance 
construction of a new 
manufacturing plant here will 
be presented to the City Council 
in its regular meeting Tuesday 
night. 

Mayor Paul Schuler said the 
proposal calls for construction 
of a steel processing plant by 
the Feralloy Corp. of Chicago. 

Mayor Schuler said the 
company expects to locate the 
plant on a tract of land south- 
west of the intersection of 25th 
Street and the railroad tracks. 

Schuler said the documents to 
be presented to the council 
Tuesday night are necessary to 
negotiations by attorneys for 
the Feralloy Corp. with the 
Continental Illinois National 
Bank and Trust Co. of Chicago 
which has agreed to buy the 
revenue bonds. 

If the memorandum of intent 
is approved, the council also 
will asked to approve a 
resolution authorizing the city 


to execute the memorandum 
and proceed with sale of the 
bonds, the mayor said. 

Under the proposed 
agreement, the $800,000.in bond 
proceeds would be used to 


“acquire certain land and - 


improve the said land with a 
building or buildings, and to 
furnish the land and buildings 
with equipment suitable for usé 
by the company.”” 

‘The agreement asserts that 
the Feralloy Co., after con- 
sidering a number of possible 
locations within and outside the 
state of Illinois, and in reliance 
upon Granite City’s offer to 
finance the acquisition, _im- 
provement and equipping of the 
plant, ‘has determined to 
locate the project: within the 
territorial boundaries of 
Granite City.” 

Upon issuance of the bonds, 
the company and city will enter 
into an agreement of a loan 
arrangement, lease or other 
procedure ‘‘which will provide 
for payments. by the company

Cong. Paul Simon told 500

“We're going to pay people 
either to be productive or un- 
productive. Productivity makes 
infinitely more sense,”’ he said. 


He voiced sorrow for his 
minimum wage bill which drew 
a tie vote and was decided 
negatively by the House 
Speaker’s tie-breaker. It would 
have permitted employment of 
youths aged 18 or under at 85 
per cent of the minimum wage 
for six months. 


“When the minimum wage 
goes up, youth employment 
goes ‘up,’” Simon said. ‘When 
$2.65 an hour- passes, youth 
unemployment will go up five or 
six per cent, and more in the 
inner city. We can’t have 
massive unemployment and 
expect a healthy society.” 


County Clerk Evelyn Bowles, 
billed as a speaker, was absent 
due to the illness of former 
County Clerk Eulalia Hotz, who 
underwent an operation at Alton 
Memorial Hospital Sept. 9.

Veterans’ questions answered 


Following are representative 
questions answered daily by 
counselors’ of the Veterans 
Administration. Full in- 
formation is available at any 
VA office. 

QUMy oily income is $750 a 
month compensation from the 
VA. I am rated 100 per cent 
disabled. My wife has been 
placed in a nursing home and I 
am having financial problems. 
Can I receive more assistance 
from the VA? 

A—Since Oct. 1, 1976, 
veterans with servjce- 
connected disabilities rated 50 
per cent or more are eligible for. 
an increased allowance if their 
spouse is in need of aid and 
attendance. For a veteran rated 
100 per cent disabled that 
amount is‘$78 per month iristead 
of the $43 monthly allowance for 
a spouse. These amounts are 
proportionally reduced for 
veterans less than 100 per cent 


disabled. 

Q—Please define what a 
deficiency course is under the 
educational benefits of the GI 
Bill? 

A—Any secondary-level 
course or subject not previously 
completed satisfactorily and 
which is specifically required 
for pursuit of-a post-secondary 
program of education. 

Q—What is the coverage 
under the Civilian Health and 
Medical Program of VA 
(CHAMPVA) for inpatient 
care? 

A—CHAMPVA will pay 75 per 
cent of the allowable charges of 
the hospital and’ professional 
personnel. 

Q_I have a $10,000 National 
Service Life Insurance policy. I 
would like to know if I can 
change my beneficiary 
designation through my last will 
and testament? 

A—No. Your reguéSt for a 


change in beneficiary should be 
sent to the VA insurance center 
where your premiumg are 
paid. 

Q-I was receiving 
educational assistance under 
the GI Bill last semester. I 
terminated school attendance in 
the middle of the term and 
received two checks to which I 
was not entitled.

The memorandum of intent 
states that ‘‘The revenue bond 
or bonds to be issued by the 
issuer (Granite City) shall 
never constitute an in- 
debtedness of the (City) or a 
Joan of credit thereof within the 
meaning of any constitutional 

_ or statutory provision, and such 
fact shall be plainly ‘stated on 
the face of each of said bonds. 

“No holder of any of said 
bonds shall ever have the right 
to-compel any’ exercise of the 
taxing power of the issuer to 
pay said bonds or the interest or 
premium, if any, thereon.” 

The agreement also provides 
that the revenue bonds shall be 
secured by a pledge to a trustee 
acting under a trust indenture 
for the benefit of the holder or 
holders of the bonds, of the 
revenues and receipts 'to be 
derived by the issuer from the 
project. 

Under terms of the document, 
the company is to arrange for 
the acquisition, improvement 
and equipping of the plant “in 
order to insure that the project 
will conform to the 
requirements of the company.” 

The agreement also sets out 
that the “primary inducement”’ 
to the company to locate its new 
plant in Granite City, is the 
intent of the city to acquire and 
improve the project through the 
‘issuance of bonds ‘‘and to lease 
the project to the company, with 
the company to have an option 
to purchase the project for a 
nominal amount at the end of 
the initial lease term, or earlier 
upon prepayment of the basic 
rental.

Challenges appointment law 


A Circuit Court proceeding 
challenging the law which 
determines the number of 
trustees representing Madison 
and St. Clair Counties on the 
Metro-East Sanitary District 
Board was filed last week in 
Belleville on behalf of Robert 
Eastern, a member of the board 
whose term expires in 
November. 

Madison County Board 
Chairman Nelson Hagnauer 
had no comment on the 
proceeding except to say he 
plans to make the appointment 
of a board trustee to succeed 
Eastern in November. 

Since the sanitary district and 
its predecessor, the East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District, 
were organized, St. Clair 
County has had three members 
on the five-man board under a 
law which provides that the 
county with the highest 
property, valuation shall have 
three members on the board, 
and the other county shall have 
two. * 

Eastern, the only black 
member of the board, had 
expected to be reappointed, but 
Madison County exceeded St 
Clair County in property 


valuations for 1976, permitting 
Madison County the three board 
memberships. Eastern is of 
East-St. Louis. 

The suit alleges the law 
providing the board ap- 
pointments on the basis of as 
assessments is irrational and 
unconstitutional because it 
discriminates against the 
voters and taxpayers of St. 
Clair County. 

Russell Robinson of Granite 
City, chairman of the sanitary 
district board, noted that~for 
many years nobody in St. Clair 
County questioned the law 
because that county had the 
higher assessed valuation. 

Meanwhile, the sanitary 
district board took under study 
four bids for remodeling a 
building which the district 
expects to buy in Washington 
Park. 

The bids ranged from $73,440 
to $86,808 and were described by 
Robinson as ‘‘outrageous.”” 
Robinson said he believes the 
work can be done for about 
$50,000. 

The district plans to buy the 
vacant building at 6200 Forest - 
Blvd. for $150,000 to be used as a 
district garage and offices,

Corn sells for $5 a bushel in 
Germany, making it seem that 
selling Illinois’ $1.50 per bushel 
corn in Germany Would-be an 
easy task. But a common 
market floating levy policy 
insures that U.S. corn is always 
equal or more expensive than 
German corn, he said; this 
makes it difficult to get U.S. 
grain into the market. 

A dramatic improvement in 
thé quality of Illinois waters 
over the past three years is 
being claimed, indicating that 
compliance by dischargers with 
state regulations is starting to 
benefit fishermen. The 
frequencies of lead pollution, 
dissolved oxygen pollution and 
human and animal waste 
contamination have decreased 
sharply. 

.The Tlinois. Environmental 
Protection Agency maintains a 
water quality stream network 
of 550 stations, exclusive of 
Lake Michigan.

Madison school levy 
not to affect rate 


A tax levy of $730,897, down 
$56,153 from last year's ex- 
tension, was approved by the 
Madison Board of Education 
Thursday night following a 
public hearing on the budget 
and levy bills, 

‘The board approved a budget 
of $4,240,312 ‘which was uh- 
changed from the tentative 
appropriation bill posted a 
month ago. The new. budget is 
$301,946 higher than the 1976-77 
appropriation approved a year 
ago. 

The new tax levy, the amount 
needed to be raised by taxation 
to make up the difference 
between budgeted expenditures 
and the amount of other school 
district revenue, isnot expected 
to result in any change in the 
tax rate if property valuations 
remain near their present level, 
according to School Superin- 
tendent John Palcheff. 

Madison School District 
residents paid taxes this year on 
a rate of $3.11 per $100 assessed 
valuation. 

The new tax levies by funds, 


with last year’s figures in 
parenthesis, include: 

Educational. fund-$376,000 
building-$88, 125 
($99,375); - bond and interest- 
$127,511 ($131,175); tran- 
sportation-$28,200 ($31,800) ; 
municipal —_retirement-$84,999 


($424,000) ; 


($72,875); special education 


facilities-$9,400 ($10,600); fire 
and safety-$11,750 ($13,250) ; 
liability-$4,911 ($3,975). 

In approving the 1977-78 
school budget, the board 
authorized expenditures of 
$3,283,562 in the educational 
fund and $554,500 in the building 
fund. 


Other. budget projections 
include $206,500 in the bond and 
interest fund, $110,750 in the 
transportation fund and $85,000 
in the municipal retirement 
fund. 

The educational fund budget 
of $3,283,562 is up from last 
year’s budget of $3,165,801 and 
the building fund budget of 
$554,500 is up from last year’s 
appropriation of $366,500.

Record '77 crop 
led by soybeans 


The Crop Reporting Service 
said Friday that the Illinois All- 
Crop Production Index as of 
September is 190.5 of the 1957-59 
base. 

This is 10.6 points above the 
1976 index and 1.1 points higher 
than the 1975 record high index. 

Although 1977 production 
estimates for corn, wheat and 
oats are below 1976, these 
decreases are more than offset 
by higher estimates for barley 
and rye, and the record high 
estimate for soybeans. 

Corn production for grain is 
forecast at 1,210,000,000 bushels. 

The Sept. 1 forecast, up one 
per cent from last month, is 
three per cent below the 1976 
production and four per cent 
below the record 1975 
production, 

Yield for this year’s crop is 
estimated at 111 bushels per 
acre, compared with 107 
bushels in 1976 and the record 
116 bushels in 1975. 

Acreage for grain ‘is 
estimated at 10,900,000 acres, 
compared with 11,690,000 acres 
last year. 

The crop remained in mostly 
good condition through August

As of Sept. 12, about 92 per cent 
of the crop was mature, com- 
pared with 62 per cent for last 
year and 60 per cent for the 
average by that date 


Some harvesting has heen, 


reported in ‘a few areas, but 
little has taken place so far. 

Soybean production is 
forecast at 327,500,000 bushels, 
up six per cent from the Aug. 1 
forecast and 35 per cent greater 
than last year’s production. 

If realized, this would be a 
record ‘high for Mlinois, up 
almost 11 per cent from the 
previous récord of 295,900,000 
bushels set in 1975. 


Yield for the 1977 crop, at 37 
bushels per acre, beats the 
previous record 1975 yield of 36 
bushels per acre. Last year’s 
yield was 32 bushels per acre. 

‘The 1977 acreage for beans is 
estimated at 8,850,000 acres, 
compared with 7,560,000 acres 
last year. 

Crop conditions are generally 
good over most of the state. 

The. above-normal August 
precipitation helped increase 
yield prospects since Aug. 1. 


As of Sept! 12, about 77 per 
cent of the crop was. turning 
yellow, ‘slightly ahead of 73 per 
cent/last year and 59 per cent 
‘for the Sept, 12 average. 

About 40 per. cent was 
shedding leaves, compared with 
44 per cent last year and 33 per 
cent average. S

New committee on intelligence

Stanfield Turner, ‘director of 
the Central , Intelligence 
Agency, has a sympathetic 
friend in Rep. Robert McClory, 
R:Lake Bluff, .who could be a 
key ally for the federal in- 
telligence’ gathering .com- 
munity. 

He is one of 13 members 
named by, House Speaker 
Thomas P. “Tip” O'Neill Jr., D- 
Mass., to the newly-formed 
House Permanent Select 
Committee on Intelligence. 

That committee — like its 
Senate counterpart that in- 
cludes Adlai Stevenson among 
its members — will have broad 
involyement with the CIA, FBI 
and other federal agencies 
responsible for national 
security. 

McClory will have a key role, 
he is the ranking Republican on 
the Legislative Subcommittee. 

In that role, he will have a 
significant voice on continuing 
legislation reorganizing and 
defining the limits of the powers 
of the intelligence agencies. 

He is experienced in dealing 
with the CIA asa member of the 
temporary house committee 
which was assigned to in- 
vestigate activities of the in- 
telligence agencies. 

The House, it will be 
remembered, voted to suppress 
the temporary committee's 
report on the grounds it con- 
tained classified information. 
‘The report became public when 
CBS newsman Daniel Schorr 
obtained a copy from a leak and 
gave it to “The Village Voice” 
newspaper in New York. 

McClory favors a tight-lipped, 
“needstto-know only’? 
relationship with the CIA and 
thinks highly of its new director. 

“Turner seems to me, so far, 
to be a very compentent, in- 
telligent individual, with a good 
background in intelligence 
work, who is going to take 
control and not be pushed 
around by anybody,”’ said 
McClory 

McClory said he is certain 
Turner will be cooperative, but 
he also indicated he does not 
feel Congress should be in- 
volved in trying to ‘‘push 
around” the CIA.

GC contractor joins plan to build ‘city on the bluffs’

A Granite City contractor has 
become the partner of a planner 
in a $500 million to $750 million 
project to construct a full, pre- 
planned city of 15,000 persons on 
the bluffs between Columbia 
and Waterloo, Ill. 

Gene Sternberg, president of 
G. H. Sternberg Construction 
Co., announced at Thursday's 
luncheon meeting of the Granite 
City Optimist Club that he is a 
partner with Gerwin K. 
Rohrbach, planner and 
developer in St. Louis, in con- 
struction of Chapel Spring, a 
750-acre development which 








-schools, 


ultimately will contain 5,600 
dwelling units, including 
houses, multiple dwelling units, 
high-rise apartment buildings, 
a shopping center, town cehter, 
churches, ponds and 
parks. 

The project, which is to be 
financed in its initial stage by 
West German funds, has been 
the full-time obsession of 
Rohrbach since 1971, when he 
sold his own counsulting firm to 
devote all his time to planning 
the project, 

Rohrbach, who was in- 
troduced by Sternberg at the 
meeting, told the Optimists he 
plans touse the beauty of nature

in every available way in 
constructing the project. 

“We do not have to cut down 
one tree. Open fields now used 


for farming will be used for * 


every building. God and the 
stubborn German farmers in 
Moroe County grew and 
developed what is the same as a

Rohbach said. 

He said the woods which 
abound throughout the project 
will be left untouched and the 18 
ponds already there will be 
supplemented with additional 
runoff ponds.

wildlife, natural parks, 
vegetation. You could sell this 
as a classroom to study 
nature,”’ Rohrbach stated. 

Environmentally safe water 
and sewage systems will be 
installed and drainage will be 
handled by ponds which can be 
used for fishing and for beauty. 

The location was chosen 
because it is within 20 minutes 
driving distance from down- 
town St. Louis, it is in the heart 
of the Southern Illinois coal 
reserves ard it meets all of the 
other standards required for 
people to live in a comfortable 
environment, be close to work 
and be backed by a growing 
economy. 

“This site is between where 
the St. Louis area economic 
base is now (in Missouri), and 
where it will be in 15 to 20 years 
(in Illinois). The area’s 
resource base is not in Missouri, 
it is in Illinois and always has 
been,"’ Rohrbach stated. 

He said planning statistics 
now show about $4 billion to $5 
billion worth of major projects 
are being planned for con- 
struction in the Illinois portion 
of the metropolitan area’ while 
“only pennies are being devoted 
to major projects in Missouri.”” 

Rohrbach said options have 
been obtained on all of the land 
and noted once all of the plans 
were shown to the German 
farmers, they gave the options 
for very little money and have 
extended the options, when 
necessary, at no cost. 

“I had to prove this was the 
type of project they would be 
proud of and they would be 
proud to have their grandsons 
come back and visit. Only after 
we proved that did we get down 
to talking about money. 

“These are wonderful people, 
but they are fiercely loyal to 
their land, which has been 
handed down from generation 
to generation in the same 
families," he explained. 

He said the first phase of 
construction will involve 202 
apartments, a small shopping 
center, roads, and water and 
sewers. ‘‘We will build these for 
the European investors) and 
they will then own the apart- 
ments, shopping center and 
part of the water and sewers. A 
tax agreement between Ger- 
many and the U.S. makes this 
arrangement beneficial to the 
German investor. 

Whether European or 
domestic money will be used for 
the second phase of con- 
struction is not known. There 


aré five phases of construction 
‘with single family dwellings, 
garden apartments and town 
homes in each phase. 

Condominiums will be added 
starting in the second phase and 
mid-rise and mid-rise con- 
dominiums will be constructed 
with the other types of housing 
in the third, fourth and fifth 
phases of construction, Rohr- 
bach said. 

He noted foreign capital is the 
best way to finance the project, 
at this time, since domestic 
financing for major projects 
“hit disaster proportions in 1975 
and experts 
recovery period of three years 
is the minimum. Our project is 
in perfect timing with the 
European economic market,” 
he contended. 

Rohrbach, who is a Fullbright 
scholar from New England, 
said this project has been his 
dream since he graduated from 
college and he studied many 
areas of the country before 
deciding on the St. Louis area 
for the one project he would 
make his life’s work. 

“My friends thought I was 
crazy, but I knew America 
would have to turn to her 
heartland for the future, not the 
coastal states, and I predicted 
energy shortages would make 
the coal fields of ‘Southern 
Mlinois the heartland of 
America, with the coal to rup 
industry in the future. 

Rohrbach also announced the 
project is 2.5 miles southwest of 
downtown Columbia; 15 miles 
from downtown St. Louis; 22 
miles from Scott Air Force 
Base; 22 miles from Fairview. 
Heights, and eight miles from 
South County Shopping Center. 

The project will be offered to 
institutional and private West 
German investors in mid- 
October and funds should be 
available by December. Con- 
struction of multi-family 
dwelling units should start by 
March 15, 1978, and commerical 
development construction is 
planned for June 1, 1978, he 
said. 

A documentary film is to be 
made to aid in selling the 
project to the West Germans 
and to familiarize persons in 
this metropolitan area’ of the 
scope of the project and its: 
benefits.

“When children and adults 
are so severely handicapped 
that they cannot talk, members 
of the community don’t talk to 
them,"’ Prof. Carey. said. 
“Therefore, they do not develop 
physically or personality-wise. 

“We must recognize that the

Bicycle accidents ‘on increase; 


more reflectors being required 


(Minois State 
Bar Association) 

Bicycling seems to have 
become a popular sport for 
many Americans and, at the 
same time, bicycle accidents 
have become more common to 
many riders. 

One tends to forget that 
bicyclers have “rules of the 
road” they must follow just as 
motor vehicle -drivers must 
obey certain traffic ,laws. 
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Among the most important 
rules for two-wheelers are 
these: 

Avoid busy streets or high- 
ways. Bicycles are not allowed 
on most expressways, toll roads 
or Interstate highways. 

Dismount and walk across 
dangerous intersections or 
streets. Do not turn or cross 
unless it is safe. 

Travel in single file when 
riding with others. 

Never hitch onto a truck, car 
or moving vehicle. 

Give pedestrians and vehicles 
the right-of-way. 

Keep to the right and close to 
the curb or side of the road. 


Learn and use the hand 
signals for turns and stops. 

Keep brakes, light, reflectors, 
horn or bell, and other safety 
devices in good working con- 
dition. 

Obey all traffic laws, signs 
and signals. 

Avoid riding after dark, and 
then only if the bicycle has a 
headlight and red taillight or 
reflector. Every bicycle when in 
use at night must be equipped 


with a lamp on the front which , 


emits a white light visible from 
a distance of at least 500 feet to 
the front and with a clear reflex 
reflector on the front. 

Ared reflex reflector must be 
attached on the rear af the 
bicycle 

‘New bicycles have to be 
equipped with a reflector on 
each pedal which can be seen 
from both the front and the rear 
of the \bicyele for a distance of 
200 feet after dark. 

They also must have side 
reflectors, front .and rear, 
visible at night in reflected light 
for a distance of 500 feet. The 
reflector to the rear of the 
center of the bicycle should be 
red in color and the reflector to 
the front of the center should be 
amber or yellow. 

We advise to install |these 
safety features on older 
bicycles as well. The rider 
should also add a red taillight, 
powered by a battery or 
generator, to provide more 
safety at night 

Those who wish to obtain a 
copy of the “Bicycle Rules of 
the Road” may do so by con- 
tacting Illinois Secretary of 
State Alan Dixon.

If litigation is to be used to endlessly 
delay the Quad-City area’s takeover of 
majority control of the former East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District after 70 years 
of Bast St. Louis area dominance, local 
residents on the board should consider 
fighting back. 


Considerable reverse pressure could be 
generated—against those suing to block 
the changeover—y acting to halt current 
plans to establish new Metro Sanitary 
District headquarters in the St. Clair Coun- 
ty portion: 


Robert Eastern Sr., whose term is en- 
ding in November, has gone to court in an 
effort to prevent Madison County Board 
Chairman Nelson Hagnauer from ap- 
pointing his successor. It is being alleged 
that the law apportioning three of the five 
board seats to the county area with the 
most assessed valuation is un- 
constitutional. 

It would be unfortunate if the change in 
the board majority is delayed, since the 
present direction being taken. by the 
district is indfifropriate in many ways and 
badly needs to be reformed. Only one 


example is the present pattern of 
needlessly frequent board meetings. 


Whether new headquarters ought to be 
established at a vacant structure in the 
6200 block of Forest Boulevard, 
Washington Park, is unknown. The district 
has been spending large sums in com- 
parison to services rendered. 


The 41,250-square-foot building would 
cost $150,000 and remodeling bids range 
from $73,440 to $86,808, while President 
Russell Robinson thinks the renovation 
could be done for about $50,000. 


Unless St. Clair County interests back 
off from the attempt to block appointment 
of a third Quad-Cityan to the board, 
perhaps there should be a full re- 
evaluation of this community's more or 
less high level of cooperation with the 
Sanitary District. 


A proliferation of suits from the nor- 
thern half against a wide range of district 
policies and actions might go a long way 
toward improving the overall per- 
formance. 


Cost trend closing some schools; new Lutheran center 


With the start of classes this month, this 
region welcomes a rarity—a new school. A 
Lutheran high school, temporarily based at 
St. Paul's Lutheran Church on Route 111 
north of Route 143, Wood River, is ex- 

+ pected to occupy a new building within 
two years, possibly in the Glen Carbon 
area. 


Ninth graders make up the initial class 
and other classes: will be added as the 
initial group advances. A varied 
curriculum is being offered, with emphasis 
on quality. 


The decision to proceed with the 
“Lutheran school is not entirely without 
precedent in this era of declining 
enrollment. The Madison school district is 
preparing to construct a middle school to 
serve sixth, seventh and. eighth grade 


students. 


But in many districts, the emphasis is on 
eliminating some school buildings as a cost 
reduction move. 


While some Lutheran and Catholic 
families are willing to send youths a long 
way to school, the difficulty in cutting 
back on the number of public sctiools 
stems from citizens’ desire to continue the 
neighborhood school concept. 


Serious consideration will have to be 
given to some school closings in districts 
like Granite City, where economic realities 
are forcing a temporary resumption of 
deficit financing for the first time in many 
years. Balanced budgeting is the only 
sound approach for the long term, since 
borrowing must be repaid with interest.
